marked improvement over the savage 
Indians of the time of Sir John Smith 
discourse. 
The speaker said that Indian chil­ 
dren in his school at Marble City, are 
much more apt to laugh for joy when 
one of their number is hurt than to 
show sympathetic concern. 
’ 
“Their sym pathies are not easily 
awakened’’ was one sentence from the 
Sunday night, Rev. Herman 
L. 
Turner, Well known here as he 
was 
reared and ordained to the ministry 
here, drew an appreciative audience 
when he occupied the W estminster 
pulpit Sunday night. Rev. Turner is 
now an executive secretary of the 
W estminster church U. S. A. and re­ 
sides at Sheffield. 
Dr. Goodwin, the 
pastor w as not at the morning ser­ 
vice, as he spoke at Rev. Turner’s 
former church at Sheffield Sunday 
morning' but last night he was atr his 
own church and presented Re^. Tur­ 
ner to the congregation. 
Beautiful Songs 
A beautiful song service preceded 
the morning sermon of Prof. Hansen 
Sunday morning, with Mrs. George 
Jackson as organist.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 13— It is the 
opinion of John Wt Davis, democratic 
nominee for president

form er 
president of the American Bar A sso­ 
ciation, that the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff bill violates thé constitution of 
of the United States. 
'M r. Davis announced his belief in 
an attack jnade here on the tariff act 
and reiterrated today that the ‘law 
not only violates the constitution 
of 
the United States, but also violates 
one of the deepest trhditions of the 
Jiberty loving people of the world’.’ 
In support* of this contention the 
candidate cited the clause contained 
in the bill, which he said gave the 
president uncontrolled discretion 
to 
raise the rates of the income tax oi 
lower them as much as 50 per cent. 
It made no difference he pointed out, 
that the act had stated that the presi­ 
dent must be advised by the tariff 
board before ratgs specified in the 
will were changed.

Shean, son of a well known fam ily of 
Springfield, Mass. 
Shean was cap­

burglar tools and $200 In currency 
which the police believe ail that was 
taken from the safe which they open­ 
ed with nitro glycerine.

ery stable nearby turned in the alarm 
which brought five policemen on the 
run. 
One of them, Jam es Skelly, was 
shot as he entered the store and died 
three hours later.

Chapman, according to the police, 
fired the fatal shot. He then escaped 
by the front door of the store. Bhean 
stated that his companion was Chap- 
man. 
Shean said he first met Chapman 
last July in Springfield. Shean Is the 
son of Charles C. Shean president of 
the Kimball H otel company of- that 
city and owner of the Cooley hotel 
also of that city.

dbek, the oar and the scimitar, ho 
boldly and resolutely made the 
only choice that In hta case could 
lead to fBberty and Ufa. 
' Thus h« was received Into the 
yatbkt of the Faithful whose pavil­ 
ions «Walt them In Paradise set In 
an orchard Of never-failing fruit, 
afnoug rivers of milk, of wine, and 
of Clarified honey. He became the 
Kajria or lieutenant to Yosnf on 
the galley of that corsair's cOm- 
ntand. and seconded him tn half a 
score of engagements with an 


struck of and tfcqjr liberty re­ 
stored them.

He prevailed, but only upon oon 
dltion that since captured slaves 
were the property of the state, it 
he desired to abstract them from 
the stste he mus» first purchase 
them for himself. Since they would 
then he hts own property he could 
dispose of them at hts good pleas­ 
ure. 
Thus did the wise and Just 
Asad resolve the difficulty which 
had ariaen. and Oliver-Rets bowed 
wisely to that decision. 
Thereafter what Rngtlah slaves 
were brought to Algiers he pur­ 
chased. manumitted, and 
found 
means to send home again. Tme, 
It cost him a fine price yearly, but 
he was fast amassing such a 
wealth aa could easily support this 
tax. 
He found one day among to m 
English seAmen brought captive to 
Algiers by Blakatne el-Borak~-»who 
was become his own second In 
command—a young Cornish lad 
from Heiaton named Pitt, whose 
father he bad known. 
i He took this lad home with him 
to the fine palace which ho to- 


abRtty »nd,a conspiculty that made 
ffipfftly famous throughout the 
rfl|ffM of fho Mediterranean rovers. 
f ||p » o six months later tn a fight 
Off the coast of Sicily with one of 
the galleys of the Religion—aa the 
vessels of the Knights of Malta 
were railed—Yusaf waa mortally 
wounded In the very moment ef 
victory, He died an hour later in 
the arms of Sir Oliver, naming tha 
latter hie successor in the com­ 
mand of the galley and enjoining 
«pon all Implicit obedience to him 
«ntn Chey should be returned to 
Algiers and jtha Basha should make 
known his further will In the mat­ 
ter. 
The Baaha's win was to confirm 
nephew * dying appointment of 
A «pécesfQr.. end Sir Oliver found 
himself tn full command of a gal­ 
ley. 
From that hour he became 
Ollver-Rels. but very soon his valor 
and fury caraod him the byname 
of Sakr-el-Bah* the Hawk of the 
Sea. His tame grew rapidly, and 
•t- spread across the tideleas sea 
te the very shores of Christendom. 
Soon be became Asad’s lieutenant, 
the second If command of all the 
Algerine galleys, which meant In 
¿ ffct that he waa the commander- 
in-ehlsf. for Asad was growing old 
and took the sea more and more 
rsrely now. 
Sakr-el Bahr sallied 
fofth In ht« name and bis stead, 
and such was his coutage. his ad 
dfess, and bis good fortune that 
never did he go forth to return 
empty-handéd. 
H WM «leaf to «11 that the favor 
of Allah was upon him. that he 
had been singled out by Allah to 
b¿ the very glory cf iBlam. Asad, 
who had ever esteemed him. grew 
^»love him. An Intensely devout 
fian, could he kave done less In 
-the case of one for whom the Pity­ 
ing-«he PMlful ehowed so marked a 
predilection t It was freely accept­ 
ed that when the destiny of Asad 
cd Dln should come to be fulfilled 
Bakr-cl Bahr must succeed him In 
the Bastalilc of Algiers, and that 
Chus Ollver-Rels would follow In 
the 
footsteps 
of 
Barbarossa. 
Ochlali, and other Christian rene­ 
gades who had become corsair- 
princes of Islam. - 
: 
In epite of certain hostilities 
¡Which his rapid advancement be­ 
got. and of which we shall hear 
more presently, once only did hi» 
power ataud In danger of suffering 
a cheek.

some six months after be had been
